IGHTNING split the darkened sky, ‘The

“Our fight will be delayed.” said my Greek 
ctide Denis Tateos, watching giant, dirty 
clouds collide, “The gots are warring again.” 

“Who's firhting with the slmighty Zeus this 
time?” I grumbled. T was Impatient to reach 
Rhodes, an hour and a half by air across the 
Aegean Seq imap, page 738). 

“The Titans, perhaps,’ mised Denis. | 
knew this lean, mustachived vouth well enough 
la retognize an impending lecture. “They 
fouvht before, vou know. The Titans threw 
hue tocks at the great “Thunderer. When 
the battle ened, they had piled up the moun- 
tains of Greeee, trying to kndck him from the 
sky.

Within 24 hours she was due at Rhodes, 
where Dent= and | would join her for « two- 
month cruise af these storied Aegean waters, 


The sky cleared. The wods had settled thetr 
dispute: Once aloft, 1 admirecl the rogzer 
peaks of Aeus's battlefield. And T wondered 
if the Olympian deities were equally struck 
bv the beauty below as they, too, raced across 
the heavens in ‘silver-winged chariots. 

Beyond maintand Greece the islands popped 
up as tiny brown bumps alone the boron, 
They din. indeed, resemble rocks carelessly 
tose into a vast blue pool (see 10-color 
supplement map of Greece and the Argean). 

We circled Rhodes for a lancing, I had 
expected something greener of the “island of 
roses.” “Tt is July," Denis reminded me, 
“hery bet; ne tain.”

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Denis and 1 climbed the ramparts overiook- 
ing the city’s three beautiful harbors. to scan 
the horizon for Magé& Jong's attival, From 
these heights, Denis told me, sentries first 
spied the armada of Demetrius, King of Mace- 
donia, grouping for the siege of Rhodes in 305 
B.C. Hundreds of ships carrying 40,000 
soldiers launched the attack. 

Demetrius the Besieger built git batter-

harber, even rolled a monstrous “Helepolis"— 
a kind of nine-story armored tank—against 
the walls of Rhodes without success. 

He raised the siege ancl surrendered ‘his 
strange warengines. These the Khocians sold, 
and built their famed Colossus with the pro 
ceeds, Helins’s 103-foot-high bronse stntue 
stood for only 346 years before an earthquake 
toppled it. Nine centuries Inter a merchant 
hauled awey the crumpled metal upon the 
backs of ning hunered camels,

To 
Greeks, all Americans are touring millionaires. 
Here we were, slaving like ordinary seamen, 

Ashore, we wandered) through streets Ius- 
tling with pushearts and Iieveles: Whole sides 
of beef and mutton swayed from butchers’ 
doorways. Clocking chickens huddled on the 
curbs awaiting their doom. Plums, grapes, 
hinunas, and fresh veretables om dieplay 
painted tempting splashes of color everywhere. 

Around a corner a blacksmith rhythmically 
pounded a horseshoe: Next dior an open 
machine shop captivated Greeks watching a 
lathe operatar turn a metal rod, They “oh” 
and “ah'd" at the shower of sparks.

Ancient Greece lies only three miles from 
Traklion, in) the Polace of Minos at Knows 
(Cnossus). Here, some 4,500 years avo, 
Minoans built several-atoried structures, using 
modern engineering principles, Sir Arthur 
Evans, an English archeologist, reconstructed 
Knoseis 30 that laymen can understand 
Minoan life (page 7532). 

Not heedine Denis’s warning that | would 
lose my way, | wandered through the palace, 
Even without ruidebook Fo recengrigec! the 
queen's suite, with blue dolphins <wimming 
on its walls, and with a running-water bath. 
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Women wore open bodices, swirling skirts, 
flowing colffures, and what must haye been 
lipstick, 7 could almost hear them mushing 
Lo the king's summons, swishine through cor- 
riders: brightened by light wells that kept 
out summer sun and winter wind. 

In other chombers grim shields hang 
from walls painted bold red. black, and white. 
Mammoth black pillars support overheat 
beams desiened to sway with earthquakes, 
Frescoes depict ferocious bulls poised to more 
Athenian maidens and athletes. The double 
ak. s¥mbol of Minoan culture; is carved into 
the stones of the palace walls and painted on 
earthenware jugs.

Minos dived comfortably. His undererqund 
storerooms. lit by oll torches, were well 
stocked with six-foot jars of Crete’s best olive 
ail, Remnants of beans, barley, and other 
stores have been uncovered, 

No. fortifications mar Knoseis, Minoan 
ships ruled the seas, and forcign navies eave 
Crete a wide berth. Minos ‘concentrated cn 
improving living conditions and craftsmanship, 
Gold-foil ornaments and colored glass, silyer, 
ivory, and lapis lazuli jewelry survive as proof 
of Minaan artistry. . 

Suddenly I wns lost. 

Silly, | thought. Retrace your steps. Let's 
eec...turn left? No, that's not familinr. 
Tum right? Well, maybe. [walked several 
minutes through strange corridors: until 1 re- 
burned to my starting peant. Or was it? | 
yelled for Denis.

We retreated from the sweltering sun slwve 
Runossos tom meat-by tavern. Chatting with 
the proprictor’s son, Kosta, I learned that his 
mountain village of Avdbou planned to cele. 
brate a traditional festival, the Panigyri of 
St. Marina, “Will vou come?” he askerd. 

We needed no urging. 

Hovey, the girls, Kosta, and | boarded a 
ntkety bus in Triklion. We picked our way 
through piles of bmskets, chickens, wine jus, 
und watermelons to find 4 seat. 

A few miles outside the city our driver 
stopped and hammered the born. An oncom: 
ing bus responded. The drivers exchanger 
greetings aml ours acceptal a string of 
bright-ureen beads. ‘VE {Aarito”™—Thanks— 
he shouted, and gtound into gear again, 

“Worry beads.” Kosta explained. ‘They 
keep the nervous fingers: busy.” 

The toad! narrowed and pavement yielded to 
erivel as we twisted throuch the mountains, 
T caught fleeting glimpses of worn-out, aban- 
domed fields, Coasting downhill, we gathered 
speed and skidded around corners, with sheer 
chs dropping aff inta the valleys hundreds 
ol feet below. 

Clenching my fists, T reminded myself to 
buy some worry beads: 

The bus careened through villages, scotter- 
ing chickens, donkeys, and scrawny goats in 
clouds of dust. Each stop was utter pande- 
montium. (Clamearous children swarmed over 
the roof: vendors hawked peeled cucumbers: 
sliced oranges, and grapes. 

A man outside the bus engaged a woman 
MIRSENBEr in earmest conversation, He smiled 
and handed her an envelope 

“He wants to send o letter to his mother 
in Avdbou,” Rosta said. “By mail it might 
take a week. Now she'll have it in-an hour." 

Avdhod was. bursting with excitement on 
our arrival. Villagers welcomed us into their 
earth-floored homes; the men proudly pointed 
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out family portraits hanging from the clean 
white walls. We wandered along dirt lanes 
among whitewashed stone dwellings roofed 
with tie, Gripe arbors ¢ling to overhanging 
Tabi caries. 

Inside the stone-walled yards women cooked! 
rice, tomatoes. and zucchini over open: fires, 
Animals were tethered in a corner: children 
played among farm implements. 

At dawn 7 joined a stream of villagers an 
the three-hour hike te the mountain chapel. 
On the rock-strewn path a tall youth. as 
handsome os the statues in! fraklion’s museum 
(page 736), fell inte step beside me 

“T had hoped to meet you Americans—vou 
are the first to <tuy tn our village,” he said. 
“Siy name is John,” 

[In faultless Enelish he tokd me he heed 
studied in Rome and Athens, ond was working 
between school years on Avdbou's agricultural 
problems. He was teaching farmers to sink 
deeper wells, dic canals, and build dams to 
relieve the chronic water <hortage. 

My legs achéd fromthe climb, and f wel- 
comed the “resting rock,” where everyone 
tikes a breather. Johw sifted dry pebbles 
through his fingers. “Our people must leam 
crop rotation and how: te fight erosion," be «gid 
soberly. He pointed to motionless stone struc. 
tures posted like giant sentries along a near-by 
ridge, “Then someday those gristmills will 
turn again in threshing season,” 


Panigyri Molds a Surprise 


Chanting voices echoed cown the mountain, 
reminding us to hurry, 

Ono plateau partly clothed fh olive eroves, 
the surprisingly new chopel bulyed with 
villagers. (her latecomers and 1 squeezed 
inside, The priest in crimson robes in- 
toned the Scriptures to an entranced congre- 
cation (page 749). Freshly scrubbed children 
in their finest clothes raised thin, bewutiful 
viitrs in a moving liturgy, 

After the serviees, musicians with mandolin, 
violin, and medieval-type guitar struck up a 
lively bine inside a dancing circle: worn and 
trampted in the earth from past panit¢ria At 
first only the men danced, but cradually the 
dark-haired manlens’ shyness melted, 

Village women fn colorful print dresses 
showered us with toast pork. beef, bread, ane 
wine, which we reluctantly refesed, “Goon, 
eat “em—it’s all part-of the tradition!” a woice 
from behind urged. | wheeled to behold -an 
unexpected sight, A plump man in natty 
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sport shirt and faded Fanama hat slouched 
WINS an alive tree, chewing a cigar. He wore 
Hollywood-stele sunlasses. 

‘Sure, ve been to the States,” he lauched. 
“Used to sell the best hot dogs in Detroit. 
Then T made a littl money canning chili con 
carne, Came hack here about ten years aga 
to donate this chapel, and just settled down 
to. retire.” |

At 4 aan. T stumbled sleepily an dick for 
my tick at the wheel. We were hove to, and 
Mike instructed me ti keep plenty of water 
between us and a beacon flashing to starboard. 
I plotted our position from the light: one 6- 
secomd flash, then 24 seconcds af darkness. The 
Mediterranean navigational guide verified it 
a8 Thira’s southwest tip Right on course. 
These workd-wide ashing lights ore yochts: 
men's rood signs. Following them is-as simple 
as traveling cross-country with ou toute mip. 

Teering eastward, | waited for dawn to Tift 
night's black curtain wand reveal om new pert, 
anew world, “This is a sailor's most cherished 
moment anol what drives Lind-based yuchts- 
men lack to sea. 

Thira is still changing its seneraphy 
through periodic eruptions. Long sro thi 
hind “blew ils top” and became a huge sea 
filled crater, The explosion possibly mocom- 
panied the earthquake that finally wiper! 
out Minoan civilization, Later quakes split 
Thira’s crater wall, Since then, volcanic 
activity has raise] the Kameni (Burned) 
Jelands imide the crater. A year—almost 
to the day—before our arrival, one of the 
worst earthyuakes af this. century tuomblerd 
dwellings down the cliffs into the sea. 

We sailed through the crater’s western wall. 
Joun sanz out depth-finder readings: “No 
bottem at 150 feet!’ The device registered 
no deeper. As we entered the breach, she 
shouted, “Bottom at 40 feet” Chce inside, 
Joan again read no bottom, Some 3,000 years 
aio that passage wos n towering cliff. 

By now Apallo had poked his red fireball 
over the summit and lighted the western face, 
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Through binoculars I spied tiny houses cling. 
ing to the crater walls. Above. o blanket of 
white pumice covered the rim. 

The sn plays magically on Thira’s cliffs. 
Blacks suddenly become reds, pinks, browns, 
even greens, The: wind. ton, (ays tricks 
within the soaring walls of the basin, A swift 
gust caught us from leeward, backing the 
gene, jib, We drifted alarmingly close to 
a chi (page 734). Mike switched on the 
engine, and Afed Jong slowly came oround: 
her mast barely missect an overhanging ledge. 
We moored to a buoy, paying out 125 feet of 
heavy nylon line to swing clear of caiiques 
that Irequently secure there (page 738). 

Late July is tomate time in Thira. Donkey 
trans wind down the zigsageing cobbled stuir- 
case from the town to the dockside canning 
factory below, ‘The return trip gees bevgine 
unless the conkey driver finds tourists or 
caiques unloading food. fuel, ar water. 

We were besieged as each owner claimed 
the best-saddled, sturdiest. cleanest, cheapest, 
lest-emelling jackass tn all Thira. Oe ex- 
tended his chim to all Greeve. Donkeys 
smell dike to me; 7 bopped aboard « wooden 
saddle for the climb. 

The more t kicker) and my. driver switched, 
the slower my beast ambled, “Take it easy, 
Gil,’ Joan warned. “That may be a relative. 
I've reac that wayward humans are reincar- 
mited as donkeys and-serve theit purgatory 
here!" 

| recalled an elderly Aunt Minnie: some- 
how my mount’s oversized ears and gaunt 
frame were uncotnfortably familiar, I slid 
of at clifl-top, ond rode no more on Thira.

Afton Jong 
moored aa if taking her place on a translucent 
siuge, Brightly painted caiques and 
Dleasure crodt rinsed the quay, Caolortyl 
three-story buildings and glmpaes of rich 
narteling and luce draperies hinted at the 
land's prosperous pal 

The original tkinders were Albanians who 
Ned the bSsth-century Turktsh 
their native Epirus. ‘They soon tired of tiling 
barren land and turned hopefully to the sea 
tor a living. 

Idhro’s first ships were crude, bot her 
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stilors quickly learned to navigate and be- 
came highly respected seamen throughout the 
Mediterranean. Trade in silks, tare woods, 
Spices, and tapestries made Idhra rich. 

When corsairs harassecl] their fleet, the 
undaunted traders built vessels longer, sleeker, 
and far better armed than their earlier craft. 
Though camyving three imes as much cargo as 
before, Idhra's trim, double-encled ships easily 
outran the privateers. 

Today this sleepy island boasts fewer than 
$,000 people, mostly poor fishermen, or divers 
who work the fust-diminithing sponge beds in 
Aevean waters, The islimder is reticent and 
reserved. No one wrested] Afwh Jowy or tide 
us farewell, as in Crete and Thira. 


Poseidon Brews Aegean Storms 


From Idhra, navigator Hovey inched us 
past the hovurdows shoulk between Piros 
[sland and the Greek mainland, Once through 
the channel, Meh Jong piled on canvas and 
fairly flew to. Piraiéws, port of Athens. 

It’s only a short ron along Attica's southern 
shores to Posdidin's Cape Solinion sanctuary. 
Perhaps the most dromatic temple in Greece 
for sailors, it raises gleaming marble columns 
skyward from a lofty promontory (apposite). 
In ancient times, man-f-war galleys anchored 
in the hay below to await favorable weather. 
Many less-prudent skippers lost their vessels 
of this tricky land's end. 

When angry, Poseidon unleashes powerful 
white stallions with brazen hoofs and golden 
manes, From his underwater palace he 
thrashes the calm waters. Sea monsters in- 
crease the tempest when Poseidon sounds his 
conch-shell trumpet, The winds howl from 
Solniin, and othe frothy sea amd stinging 
spray losh the Aegean. These winds are 
the feared meitéme. Everywhere fishermen 
warned us, ~HBeware the meltémia—they 
sweep clean the Aewean!" 

But Poseidon had favored Afgk Jone with 
manageable winds and seas. Perhaps he has 
mellowed in the 24 centuries singe Athenians 
under Pericles built the Sunium terple to 
pacity him. (Or maybe the sea god found our 


midday snooze, 
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impucent attitude to his liking. Odysseus 
reverently sactificed thighs of bulls, sides of 
lamb, or goats to hith We offered only an 
occasional pot of beans that went boegeazinige, 
How shocked Odysseus would have been if he 
had sailed into Sounion Bay and found Mwé’ 


fone's. crew merrily water skiing rivht under 


Poseidon's nose! 

En route to Skiathos, calm waters and his- 
toric settings Jured us into the gulf between 
the Greek coust and the island of Eevoia, 

Beyond Attica’s rugeed hearllands, I took 
the watch. 1 checked our charts and tacked 
close under the town of Lavrion. Steering 
with my toes, T propped apen the Greeé His- 
tortees. Indirectly, Greeee owes her preatest 
glory to this lethargic mining town, About 
490 BAC, Athenian slaves digging: mediocre 
ore unexpected|y struck a river of nearly pure 
silver, By Athenian law, all citizens shared 
equilly in mining profits, but the orator- 
aimiral, Themistocles, urged coriverting the 
funds into ships. The great armada and 
Athens’s naval supremacy under Themistocles. 
ushered in Greece's Golden Age. 

His boatbuilding venture was to remain the 
country’s. most memorable until Inst July, 
when another Greek, Stavros Niarchos. com- 
pleted mear Salamis the largest shipyard in: 
Greece's long maritime history.

That evening a moon smiled dawn, and the 
stirs twinkled jn a clear sky.

“Mlace me on Suniuess marhled strep,” "be cried, “where nothing, gave the wove and I, 
may hear our mutua! munis ewerp.” 
A scaffold omid the columns shows repuira bindek Way’, 
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her rhythmic motions. Unlike that first night 
of Rhodes, T knew by touch each stanchion, 
shackle, and block. It was cold, wet work to 


douse the genoa and set the No. 1 jib. T wel- 


comed dry clothes-and a warm bunk. 

When T came on the 4 a.m. watch, we 
carried only main, mizgen, and forestayaail. 
The fights to leeward market! Thermopylae 
Fuss, where, according te Herodotus, Leonidas 
held off Morxes “trve million” Persians with 
300 rugged soldiers, until] betrayed and cut 
dawn from behind. Even today Leonidas is 
Sparta’s national hero, 

‘We're in for it,” Hovey announced in the 
chart room. “Once round the point of Ther- 
mopyiae, the northerly will whistle down that 
culf, T wonder if we shoul ride this one 
out in port.” 

Greece's naval forces faced o similar de- 
cision at the Battle of Thermopylae, when 
Poseidon unlenshed 9 devastating gale called 
Hellespontias. The Grecks wisely rode it out 
in the narrow, sheltered strait at Chalcis, On 
the other hand, Merxes’ fleet lav anchored 
eight deep off the exposed coast near Skiathos. 
That single storm wrecked more than 400 
Persian ships and damaged other hundreds, 
while the 324 Greek galleys lov safe ih pro 
tected] waters. Upon receiving news of the 
Persian disaster, the jovous Greeks proclaimed 
Poseidon “the savior." 


Plums Turn Green Isles Purple 


After deliberating, we continued on course. 
Unlike Xerves, we bach accurate charts, The 
northerly didn't look that mean, Besiles, we 
wantel to reach Skinthos the next day. 

We battled heavy weather for several hours 
before the wind abated. With the coming of 
Homer's “tosay-fingered dawn,” Poseidon re- 
called the restless seas, Such is his mature: 
Often he rewards the bold while punishing 
the cautious, 

Even from afar, Skiathos and Sképelos sub- 
stattinte their fame ws the “preenest Acwean 
isles.” Thick pine forests and groves of olive 
and fruit trees creep up their shies 

During August purple carpets: of plums 
dehydrate under the scorching-sun. Farmers 
carefully turn the fruit to ensure even drying 
before placing it in an oven for final dehy- 
drathon, The prunes are then exporter. 

Mak Jong put in at Skopelos, and her crew 
fanned aut to replenish the ship's stores. 
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Hovey, however, picked wp more than 
groceries, From the grocer he learned of an 
underwater city near by, and osked ‘the Greck 
to pin-pomt its position on our Northern 
Sporades chart, 

We set sail and readied our equipment: 
swim fins, masks; aml snorkels, Excited 
lauehter and talk of gold coins and priceless 
relics coursed through the bowt. “We'll have 
trouble hoisting our Venus de Ate Jong 
abourd,” Joan said, In our enthusiasm we 
even planned to present the best of cur hoped: 
for treasure to Oueen Frederika of Greece. 


Diving toa Drowned City 


A dead calm settled. Denis interpreted it 
favorably: “Poseidon is afraid: we Tl sail to his 
hidden treasures,” The god of the sea hol 
locked even his feeblest zephyrs in underwater 
caves to stop us. But the Mercedes-Hens 
diesel pushed us on at five knots. 

When sichtings on an island crossed the 
X oon our chart, T shipped overboard and 
was towed behind, Some 20 feet down, a 
chimmering panorama of tumbled rocks and 
murine growth slid slowly by. Then I became 
Aware of a symmetry, a pattern, in the stores. 
Walls, perhaps? Heart thumping, | kicked 
my flippers and dived. A large fragment of 
red! pottery lay wedged between two rocks, I 
pied it loose ond surfated, gasping and 
triumphant. 

It was part of a vase. Denis examined its 
shape and asured us it was yery old, certainly 
pre-Christian, All hands donned) masks and 
fins, In on hour Met Jones stern was piled 
high with barnocle-encrusted shards, We 
found no gold, no Venus, and nothing to 
present Queen Frederika on the occasion of 
her visit to my home town of Washington, 
D. C., in October, 1958, 

What else Jics concealed among these 
sunken ruins? What ancient people lived here? 
When did their city diet No tloubt one of 
the Acvean's earthquakes slid it beneath the 
crystal-clear sea, Too far off the beaten path 
to be devastated by Darius, Xerxes, or Alex- 
ander the Great, these islanders probably 
enjoved a leisurely life, tending flocks or fish- 
ing the shoal bunks near by. Over a freshly 
speared fish dinner, and far into the night, we 
speculated. 

The girls, normally chipper, fell silent as 
we headed for Mount Athos, the Holy

We understood when 
Joan fmally complained: “1 don't see why 
we Can't visit the monasteries, too!" 

I couldn't blaine her, for a fascinating 
world lies on this 30-miléJong peninsula: 
Twenty monasteries: and their sketes—re- 
liginus settlements clustered around a church 
—dlot its shores and woorled hills; some were 
founded nearly o thousand vears avo, Behind 
their walls. time shps back 13 days, still 
reckoned by the old Julian calendar. 

The grave, bearded monks of Athos govern 
themselves in an eeclesiastical quasi republic. 
Hut not even female livestock may tread this 
ground. The Greek Government and the 
Patriarch of Istunbul had consented to our 
landing—i the women stayed abourd, 


Michigan Monk in Russian Monostery 


We cruised along the coast to the Russian 
Monastery of- St. Panteleimon (Avioy Pan- 
deleimones). Domes like golden turnips rose 
ibove its walls (page 772). 

A young monk in flowing black robes 
trotted down the hillside to the wharf, “Ah, 
Americans!" be greeted us. “I saw your 
flag. It Is good to speak English again!” 

This was Brother Theodora, Originally from 
Michigan, he bad become interested! in the 
Orthodox Church, attended a monpstery in 
New York, and finally took the habit on 
Mount Athos. 

“At frst they thought me a spy.” Brother 
Theodoro chuckled, “They feared | wanted 
lo steal the monastery'’s treasures. Now I'm 
accepted, and treated like any other brother, 
Come, Tl show vou around.” 

We had arrived in time for church services 
on one of the infrequent visitors’ days. “The 
normally quiet monastery buzzed with ac- 
tivity. Brother Theodore led us to the Church 
of St. Panteleimen, Inside, golden chandeliers 
dimly lit the frescoed wills. Daily the monks 
pray at foeked foo: 

When the elderly bearded abbot appeared, 
lavmen and monks made the sign of the cross. 
His red robes, laced with golden crosses and 
sash, proclaimed his tithe. 

“7 must get a picture of him,” 1 whisperced. 

“Impossible,” Brother Theodoro answered. 

“Some people poke fun at us However, | 
remember The National Geographic... per- 
haps T can persuade him. There's a chance.” 

When service ended. Brother Theodoro 
drew the abbot aside, As soon as he nodded 
his approval, | snapped o picture (page 775), 
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Other monks, obviously dismayed, closed the 
vestry doors to prevent a second shot. 

“"] ‘ody’ is feast day,” Brother Theoloro 
reminded me, “We must dash to the te- 
fectory before everything is eaten.” 

The buge refectory is the most famous on 
the Holy Mountain. During the glorious 
davs of Athos, a thovwsand monks ate in the 
spacious hall, Now, perhaps 40 were left. 

This'is the sad fate of Athos. Each year 
the beards grow grayer, and only a few nov 
ices join the dwindling monastic ranks, 
Much fertile soil crows rank with weeds, and 
buildings decay for lack of labor. 

We-sat at a lone table with wooden benches 
(page 774). For the feast day, stewed fish 
supplemented the zucchini, hard white bread, 
and wine, As a special treat, the monks had 
prepared a sweetened wheat for dessert. 

Brother Theodoro apologized for not taking 
us Into the cells where the older monks were 


sleeping. “They haven't slept for bwo days; 
preparing for the feast,” he explained. “For 


me it's easy: I'm young.” 

But even for the vouthful, life on Mount 
Athos impressed us with its rivers. From 
miinight to dawn monks stand, chanting 
throuch solemn church services, At styort- 
handed monasteries they toil throughout the 
day, many getting less than four hours sleep. 


Berie Chamber Holds Monks’ Skulls 


“T've something else to show you,” Brother 
Theodoro said. We wound along a rocky 
path through chestnut-and fruit trees, Before 
aosmall stone building he fished an immense 
rusty key from his pocket and opened the 
vaulted door, We stepped inside, 

Mike and 7 stiffened at the sight. Rew 
upon row of skulls gleaned in a flickering 
light. A name and date were inscribed across 
each forehead, Placed on racks eight deep, 
these somber remaine represented decades of 
monks who had forsaken the world for St. 
Panteleimon’s austerity and spiritual rewarils. 

“The brothers rest here,” the young monk 
said quietly. “We -keep the candle under the 
Foon burning fer them,” 

It was. a thoughtful walk back to the wharl, 
Brother Theotioro pressed religious figurines 
into our hands “to guide you safely home over 
the seas” ancl bide ux Godspeer, 

Salling by night anc seeing a different island 
each day, we followed generally St. Paul's 
route as charted in the Book of Acts: “ ...and 
tame to Mytilene, And we sailed thence, and 
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a Caateh from the Gulf of Verus 
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The Aegean Isles: Poseidon's Playground 


Cirele, perhaps a mile wide. The small boats 
lights attruct schools of fish, Slowly they 
row: toward the center, dimming their lamps 
as the gaps close. When the rowboats con- 
were, aolatre net encircles the fish. 

This time, however, a rain squall lashed the 
surface, scattering thé fish at the lost monwrit. 
It takes hours to attract the schools; so only 
one attempt is made.

We debated waiting until dawn 
to make the risky harbor entry. “But. | 
know Milones like my own backyard,” Dents 
insisted. He sketched 4 hartwe diagram that 
tallied closely with the Mediterranean Pilot. 
The prospect of being tossed about all night 
with calm water only a mile away decinted ws, 

Mfak Jong rounded wp into the wind, 
lowered sails, and peered, In the inky 
blackness waves rolling down from the tip of 
Evvuia crashed against the breakwaters: that 
gun the port like giant concrete jaws. 
A following sea pushed us at frightening speed 
past the red and green lights flankine the 
entrance, and we moored for the night. 


Pleasantly Lost in Mikoncs 


At dawn | poke! my BResd throweh the 
forward hatch, The first glimpse of Mikonas 
overpowered me. 

Framed below by the green-hlue barber 
lined with colorful caiques and above by 
windmills and clear dark-blue sky, the town’s 
whiteness was dazzling. T slung uo camera over 
my shoulder and explored alone. 

T wandered through back streets away from 
the waterfront. Clean whitewashed buildings, 
built of ishund stone, sparkled like cubes of 
subar. Steep white staircases marched up the 
outside walls to a-second floor on mearly every 
house; Brown wooden balconies overhung 
the atreet= (page 776). 

1 became pleasantly Tost. A handsome, 
middle-aged Greek observed my predicament. 
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“Mikones has fooled you!" he grinned. 
“Liok—it is easy. When you are lost, notice 
the wind. The meltémin always: blow from 
the north. Walk into them, and you come to 
the quay. Tt newer fails,” 

My new-found guide, Takis Samurinas, 
strolled along with me. T commented on the 
number of churches and chapels we passe. 

“We have 365 of them, and only 2,500 
people,” he said, Hefore tourists flocked to 
Mikones, he explained, the islanders fished 
for o living, (Often, when imperiled by the 
fierce melteniia. sailors swore to build a chapel 
to their ayios—patron -saint—if delivered 
frota the storm. The churches: are survivors’ 
promises fulfille!, The most famous, and 
smallest, ig the Church of the Cat. “Just 
aroumd the corner here,” Takis indicated, 
“Mikonos is very siml|l—everything is just 
araund the corner!" 


Sailor Keeps Rash Pledge 


Nailed to a roof, the litthe church might 
have been a dollhouse; it stood scarcely two 
feet high. No cross crowned it, unlike the 
others. 

“This: sailor pledged roashly,” Takis said.

A stooped old Greek leading his mobile 
grocery store—a heavily Inden donkey—re- 
minded me of breakfast, We faced the wind 
art) walked to the quay, Denis sat at a 
cafe sipping Turlkdsh eoffer. ‘Takis and I 
joined him for a cup of the thick, black brew 
and some of Mikonos’s famous pastry, 

A. deep-throated whistle startled me out of 
my chair, 

“The tourist baat from Athens,” Denis 
laughed. “Vacationers will scramble ashore, 
rummage through town buying everything, 
then leave tonizht,” 

Caiques motored out to ferry passengers 
ashore, “The harbor is too shallow to permit 
docking. “Visitors complain about it,” Takis 
saitl, “but actually they love the excitement.”

Delos Mad Big Slave Trade 


“The central location of Delos Jet much af 
the world shape her history,” explained o 
friendly archeologist who was working in the 
Cyelades. “You see evidence of Syrian in- 
fluence im the Terrace of the Alien (ors. 
And the Eeyptians built beautiful temples 
in the exrly 2d century B.C." 

Aiter Rome made Delos a free port in 
166 BC. and raged Carthage and Corinth 
20 years later, the ielind served as middle- 
man for carvoes from Greece to Africa and 
irom Asia to [taly. (reat bazaars sprang up.

With infinite 
poitience they fit together tens of thousands of 
leather and papyrus fragments—some smaller 
than a fingernail, others black and wizener 
with age, still others so fragile that the mere 
touch of a cimel’s-hatr brush will cause them 
to crumble inte) cust. 

These fragments of 2.000-year-old scrolls 
represent the library of an apocalyptic Jewish 
troup—most probably the Essones—which 
Rourished near the Dead Sea before the birth 
of Christ. The material contained in the 
scrolls is profoundly affecting scholarly under- 
danding-of Biblical texts, as well as affording 
new insutht into the history of Judaism and 
carly Christianity. 

The Dead Sea Scrolls, as they are popu- 
larly known, owe ther discovery to sherrest 
accident. In 1947 Muhammad Adh-Dhib, a 
boy of the Ta‘imirah tribe of Bedouin, was 
searching for a strayed goat in the arid, desa- 
late waste of the Wilderness of Jurlies, 
Clambering among the stark cliffs bordering 
the northwest coast of the Dead Seo, he idly

cast a stone into a small opening and heard 
the shattering of pottery.

Eventually the original documents, joined 
hy others clandestinely excavated in the same 
cave, reached Jerusalem, 14 miles to the weet. 
There the Syrian Orthodox -Archhishop. 
Mar Athinasitis VYeshue Samuel, purchased 
four of the scrolls directly from the Bedouin: 
Prof. Elazar 1. Sukenik of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity later bought three from a middleman 
in Bethlehem. 

A succession of experts who examined the 
irchhishep’s manuscripts unhesitatingly pro- 
nounced them worthless.

Since then, every test of modern science, 
including carbon-14 dating. has indicated that 
the Dead Sea Scrolls ore at least 1,000 years 
old.” Except fora few previously discovered 
fragments, the Biblical works oantedate the 
oldest known Hebrew manuscripts of the Old 
‘Testament by 1,000 years! 

The documents in the original tind, which 
have already produced a tremendous impact 
upon Old Testament studies, were: two 
scrolls of the Book Of Isaiah: a commentary 
on the Book of Habakkuk: the MWeenael of 


Discipline, or the Essenes' role of the com-.

Thanksgiving Psilms; ond o work entitled 
The War Between the Chtdren of Light and 
the Children of Darkness, an order of battle 
for the final apocalyptic ¢clish between the 
forces af govid ancl the forces of evil. 

Archhishop Samuel's scrolls, ultimately sold 
for $250,000, wert to Israel's Hebrew Univer- 
sity. All will be displayed in a magnificent 
Shrine of the Book to be constructed im the 
Israeli sector of Jerusalem. 


Ancient Debris Yields Seroll Fragments 


Armed hostility between Arabs and Jews, 
climaxed by oll-cut war in the spring of 1948, 
{rustrated the efforts of archeologists to seek 
aut the site of the spectacular find. However, 
an expetition led by Pére Roland de Vaux of 
Jerusalem's Ecole Billique et Archéologique 
Francaise and Gerald Lankester Harding, then 
head of the Jordan Department of Antiquities 
and Acting Curator of the Palestine Archaeo- 
logical Museum, made its way to the cave 
early in 1949 (puee 854). The two scientists 
found the interior well rifled, but a meticulous 
sifting of the debris produced fragments be- 
longing ta same 70 strolls. 

A ruin less than a mile to the south of

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the cave aroused their interest (map, page 
790). Koown as Khirbat (Ruins of} Qum- 
rin, it stood solitary and desplite ona terrmee 
overlooking the Dead Sea. The surrounding 
terrain was barren, rock «strewn, cruelly 


scourged by the sun. But Khirhat Qumran 


seemed an obvinns place to dook for answers to 
the principal problems posed by the scrolls: 
Who had carefully concealed them so long 
mo?

Harding and De Vaux, therefore, made a 
preliminary sounding at the ruin. Finding 
nothing of significance, the archeologists ¢on- 
cluded that further digginy was unwarranted. 
With the contents of the cave now exhausted, 
and with no apparent link between the ruin 
and the scrolls, Muhamunad's diseovery stood 


asa freakish, inexplicable windfall. 


Bedouin Explore for New Finds 


And so it might hove rematned, save for the 
impoverished Trimirah Bedouin. Their brief 
brush with the cager scholars of Jerusalem hadi 
Werte] them to a new source of income, 
Busily they bezan to explore the thousands of 
cracks and fissures which honeveomnb the 
Wilderness of Judaea. 

In 1952, hundreds of weary days and tun: 
dreds of weary coves later, they once: again 
struck fragments of leather in the vicinity of 
Qumrin.

The evidence from (um- 
rin shows that the Essenes erected! their estal- 
lishtent near the Dead Sea ot the very end 
of the second century before Christ. Accord- 
img to the sects Manual of Discipline, this 
migration fulfilled the prophecy of Isaiah 
(40:3): “Prepare ye the way of the Lord, 
nuke straight in the desert a highway for 
our Gan” 

Confident that they were ushering in the 
Messianic age, the men of God's “New Cove- 
nant’ chose an elevation beside Want Qum- 
tan, less than a mile fram the northwest 
shore of the Dead Sea, as the site of their 
refuge. Tt was even then o secluded spot, well 
off the main highways passing through the 
Jordan Valley, but with water available in the 
richly green oasis of “Ayn Fashkhah two miles 
to the south. Later the Essenes built an 
aqueduct to chonnel additional water trom 
the western highlands. 
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To me, this intricate system of water chan- 
nels was the most arresting feature of the ruin. 
They cross the area in every direction, leading 
to cisterns or baths: to the unpractice eve 
there is little to distinguish one from the 
other, Lange or small, flights of steps lead 
down into each of them. However, Pere de 
Vatix hos definitely ilentified two as haths. 

“How do vou tell which are cisterns and 
which ore baths?” | asked De Vaux, 

“The finest,” he unswered with a twinkle, 
“ore for bathing.” 


Community Stressed Cleanliness 


One begins to think that the Essences were 
preoccupied with water. And so they were. 

Among the chief practices of their rule was 
the ritual ablution. This formal cleansing 
‘symbolized! the sinlessness of the devotee ond 
his membership in the community of the New 
Covenant, the true Israel, [t was o form of 
baptism, but a baptism which wis enacted 
repeatedly, perhaps several times a day (pace 
TRO), 

The Essenes also used water to cleanse and 
sanctify their buildings, Pére.de Vaux pointed 
out the evidence of this in the main assembly 
hall, ‘his is a Jong, narrow chamber with an 
adjoining pantry fin which De Vaux found 
hundreds of dishes, neath’ stacked) where 
members of the sect ate their meals. in com- 
mon and presumably worshiped together, At 
one end, let into the plastered floor, is a round 
stone dais. While only slightly raised above 
floor level, this is obviowsly a sort of pulpit 
from which the leader or a member of the 
Broup preached or read to the assembled com- 
peuny (page 95), 


“With a thing formed of clay thon hast done powerfully.” Some relatively in- 
tact scrolls ower their. preservation to the earthen jars in which Essences placed them 
for safekeeping. Storage of documents in jars apparently was common practice in 
Old Testament times, being mentioned both in Jeremiah (32:14) and in the oon- 
canonical Assumption of Moses (1:17). Quroriin bind its own kilns (sce plan, page 790). 

Here a man puddles: wet clay. before passing it to a companion, who kreads it for 
the potter, Having shaped a jar, the potter lets it dry in the shade lest moisture in 
the clay turn to steam and ‘explode during fiting, ‘Wouth cates fuel to the kiln.

tributed all his worldly possessions to the 
community. A special official, called the Cus- 
todian of Property of the Many, handled 
these financial matters. Ome thinks imme- 
diately of the similar practice existing amon 
the early Christians as related fn the Book of 
Acts (2-45 and 4:32-35). 

Another room is of particular significance. 
In it the archeologists found the jumbled re- 
mains of a second story which had collapsed 
when the monastery fell to the Romans. 
Among the content= of this second floor were 
broken but recognizable remains of the plas 
tered tables and benches at which scribes 
had produced some of the very manuseripts 
later hiiden tn caves. Here were their inkpots 
and othe basins in which they presumably 
washed ther hands carefully before—-anil 
perhaps after—writing the holy name of God. 

These two raams—the tefectory-meeling 
roam aml the scriptorium—must have been 
the centers around which the life of the com- 
munity revolved. 

In the refectory, in the words of the 
rule, the Qumriin Essenes would “eat cum- 
munally, and bles communally, and take 
counsel commutiolly.” Within those hallowed 
walls the honds of their common hfe and hope 
were strengthened while they contdently 
awaited the coming of the new dispensation. 

Hut such » spiritual force, thus kindled and 
fanned, found its practical focos in the work 
of the scriptorium. Here dedicated scribes 
copied the ancient religious lore of Judaism, 
newer interpretations of Scripture for the day 
af cris, and apwcalypees describing the cata: 
clysmic events about to take place. Here the 
Essenes transcribed their rule and wrote down 
their liturgical literature. Here they strove 
to the glory of God, confident that their labors 
would) bear fruit in preparing them for Mes- 
dianice deliverance (page 798). 


Water Piped into Gowneil Chamber 


The best intentioned and best organized 
communities, however, require leadership. 
While the Essenes were relatively democratic 
—-all full members in the assembly could 
speak in their proper tum—a smaller, select 
group doubtless guicledl their enmleavors, As 
a matter of fact, the rule of the community 
Hescribes a council of [5 men—l? laymen 
mid ‘three: priests—perhaps presided over hy 
the supervisor of the community. 

Péte de Vaux believes he hos found the 
acene oof their deliberations. The Council 
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Chamber, as he calls it, is not a large room, 
hut several fentures seem to hear out his 
theory. First; a bench rons all-around the 
walls, obviously desimmed to seat a group mach 
smiiber than the whole community. Further, 
no matter how devoted the Essene elders 
might have been, their meetings—in the hot, 
dry climate of Qumrin—would hove required 
a plentiful supply of drinking water. At the 
came time the discussions were presumably 
contiential; no outsider ar leser member 
would be allowed to intrude. net even with o 
refreshing jug: 

Pere de Vaux's. Council Chamber neatly 
solves this dilemma, Set into one wall is a 
simall plastered basin, clearly designed to hele! 
water, A small “pipe” cut through the stout 
wall permits the besin ta be filled from 
outside. Thirst could therefore be quenched 
and secrecy maintiine) at the same time, A 
cupboard in a comer of the same room may 
have contained a small reference library or 
veckels of seme kind, 


Women’s Graves Found in Cemetery 


Another striking feature of Khirhat Qum- 
rin is the community's. main cemetery. 
stretching out to the east of the buildings and 
containing about [.000 buriak, Here again 
the Essene sense of orderliness is apparent, for 
most of the graves have been lanl out with 
mathenuiticul precision. 

The tombe that have been excavated show 
cettain pecullaritie. In all parts of the 
ancient Mediterranean world, pagans, Jews. 
and Christians alike normally deposited vari- 
ous -articles with the dead—jewelty, tools, 
weapons. pols, Jamps—to be used, if only 
symbolically, in the next world, The Essenes 
interred thetr deceased members without any 
of this paraphernalia. We can only conclode 
that, in death as in life, the men of the New 
Covenant scored private property, 

Pere de Vaux has located twe other come- 
teries—one to the north und one to the south 
of the large main burial ground. ‘There were 
the remains of several women in these smaller 
plots; in some cases De Vaux even found 
earrings and beads buried with the female 
skeletons. The women of Qumran were clearly 
far less ascetic than the men, 

According to Josephus, not all Essenes were 
celibate. “There is another order of Essenes,” 
he wrote, “who agree with the rest as to their 
way of living; and customs, and laws, but 
(liffer from them in the point of marriage, a5 
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thinking that by not marrying they cut off the 
principal part of human tite, which is. the 
prospect of succession; nay rather, that if all 
mein shite be oof the same opmien, the whole 
race of munkind woold fail.” 

The archeolowecal evidence from. the ceme- 
teries proves that wives, and even children, 
Were present at Chemin, but scholars deubt 
thot worten hue socess to the inner precincts 
of the rehvwiows center, 

Curiousty ena iba: members ct the i 
munity did not tive in the buildings. ‘They 
seem to have thhabited neehbaring caves a4 
well as huts and tents pitched in the imme 
diate vicinity. They foregathere! at the 
monastery only for their communal meals and 
to discharge their religious chutes 

In Pere de Voux's 1953 campaign he exco- 
vated o laree building complex with storage 
rooms at “Ayn Fashkhah, the oasis two miles 
below AKhirbat Qumrin. This building hus 
the <arne histury as the ruins of the mon- 
astery: built at the same time, abandoned at 
the came time. It seems, in fact, to have been 
an agricultural branch, or farm, of the Chim 
ran communitv. Near the building moa large 
enclosure, perhaps for catthe, ancl a shel sup 
ported by stone piers. The Essenes usec this

Mysterious Gap in Qumran History 


Whether the Covenanters abandoned their 
Del Sea retreat becuase of political or re- 
ligious pressure from Jerusalem, we cannot 
or Ca we tell whether the great 
earthquake in 31 B.C’. drove them away, or 
whether this earthyiuske did its damage soon 
alter they felt. Inoany case their history for 
the next generation, roughly the reign of 
Mert the Great (47-4 B.C,), is uncertain 
One piece of ewnletice may throw sere light 
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( “HE WAS SETTING, a5 usual, on a

Life Governed by Needs of Sheep 


A bondsome woman with ruddy cheeks. 
Hanpy Cly seemed ta me to have aged a bit 
since | hac) last visited the reservation. Her 
vleaming black hair was now streaked with 
grav, But neither ber smile nor her friendly 
manner had changed. BRecauw her greeting 
was always so warm, | invarinbly made an 
darkly step at her! hegan, a tepical muid-covered 
log hut, on my trips to the Navaio country 
(map, [Mage 814). 

Sometimes. however, it took some doing to 
find Happy antl her heshaned Willie, Tied 
to the needs of their sheep, they wanelerel 
widely about the floor of the valley, drawn 
from ine patch of sparse vegetation to the 
next. A series of mile-hivh plateaus flunked 
by sandstone buttes and mesas, Monument 
Valley is thirety country, beautiful as biur- 
nished copper and in had years about as 
urahle (page &28).* 

Looking up from ber node blanket loom, 
Happy greeted each of my companions with 
the same mixture of cordiality and genial 
mockery. She had dubbed me “Litth Pants” 


after (he tennis shorts T favor in this. hot land. 
Aly six-foot college roommate, John Burnham, 
who wore spectacles, became “Till Glasses, 
And Harry Goulding, a towerlne ex-sheep- 
herder acting as mv guide, she called “Long 
Sheep.” Even my Pontiac station wagon 
received a name: “Litthe Feet,” since its tires 
seemed to Happy so small compared to her 
Wigon's wheels, 

On Happy’s loom was stretched a fine cere- 
moni Hanke: with four Vel, or holy people, 
dancing up and down in the center. Tt had 
aiready taken ber many weeks, and more 
would pass before she finisher. Then she 
would take it to the nearest trading piat 
and swap it for coffee, sugar, flow, canned 
fruit, a bolt of cottan cloth, dark glosses for 
Willie. candy for the kids, perhaps soda pop 
for the whole family.

In-luws Don't See Eye to Eve 


From inside the hovan floated the sweet 
smel) of burning juniper jogs.

Willing hands enough. bot Happy needed 
them all, Usually even the two-venr-old 
would be out on the range, learning the job 
of sheepherding {rom his veteran older 
brothers and sisters. 


Navajos Call Themselves “the People” 


To visitors, the Navajo country muy seem 
so starkly dramatic, with such a stimulating 
climate, that they are tempted to think: 

“What a heavenly Wace ta livet” 

The Navajos—or “the People,” as they call 
themeelves—love it, too: away from dt, re- 
located in strange cities, they look back on 
it with deep homesickness. Hut they know 
thee: nearly 25,000 square miles of Arieoma, 
Utah, and New Mexico os a hard land, more 
frightening than heavenly. o tough opponent 
from which to wrest, somehow, a meager 
living. With an average rainfall of only eight 
inches 4 year on much of the reservation, 
what erase there is has an uphill folt to. sur- 
vive, and crops con hardly he grown without 
irrigation. 

How did the Navajos ever come to settle 
in such an inhospitable terrain? They came 
a long route. Most scholars think that their 
remote ancestors stravvled over the Hering Sea 
bridge from Asia, hunted for generations along 
the Yukon Valley with other Indians. of the 
Athapascan linguistic family, and then gtadlu- 
ally drifted into the Southwest." 

When the Spanish conquistucors first en- 
tered this land In the Lith century, the People 
were growing patches of corn and beans, mo 
langer wholly dependent upon bunting and 
seet-gathering. They lived in’ primitive forked- 


stick hovans aml were vet to become weavers: 


nnd <ilversmiths, They had never seen i 
horse.t 

The things the Spanish browzht with them 
changed all that. Phew Juan de Ofate and 
his armored cavalry rule from “Zacatecas in 
Mexico in. 1598, chriving before them 1,000 
head of cattle, 4,000 sheep, 1,000 goats, 150 
colts. and 150 mares. Then other sorties of 
colonists penetrated the Puebla country, 
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where the Navajos raame! among the more 
setlied Pueblo tribes. The Spaniards hod not 
come to share their flocks and herds with 
the Pndians: far from it. But they had about 
as much chance of keeping their chattels to 
themselves as a cookie-passer in a kinder- 
arte, 

The Pueblo Indians, subjugated by the 
Spuniirds, were towcht to tend the long-legaed 
tiurro sheep, to weave wool, to work a little 
with metals. Though they were not allowed 
to own horses, they acquired a Lively wppre- 
ation of them. 

In (680 the Poeblos revolted, cheerfully 
abetted by Apache muiders. But the Navajos. 
sife in their outlying canyons, took no part 
in the rebellion; they merely collected” the 
profits, Thev may at first have been envious 
as the Pueblos waxed proud with loot and 
horses from the pliuovleredd ranches: But when 


the Spaniards counterattacked> with equal 


ferocity, the Pueblos reeled back in disorder, 
with Iith: option but te sue for shelter among 
the Navaios, 

The Navajas were willing é¢nouwwh to take 
their neighbors’ women, their new skills, ane 
their loot, Ina short time, the People doubled 
ind even tripled in numbers. They picked 
up bands of sheep, experimented with weav- 
ing. used their new horses ti harry the Paw- 
nees and other tribes, traded their captives 
to the Spaniards for more horses ancl goods, 
and generally Meal their muscles. 


Rough-riding Navajos Turned te Raiding 


iv the time the United States occupied 
New Mexico in 1946, the Navajos hod settled 
into a role os raiders that seemed to them 
sanctified by tradition, For up-and-coming 
young braves, the rad to riches and advance. 
ment whvicusdy ny in forays against the 
People’s enemies; onl, since the Utes ane 
Apiehes pri Mexicans were not averse to 
pillaging the Navajos on occasion, there were 
always plenty of scores to repay. 

The incoming Americans demanded trenties 
and promises to be good Hut agreements, 
owing to cultural differences hetween white 





men and rei, were difficult to keep.

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The Navajo mids went on. To check 
them, the United States erected Fort Dehance 
in Arizona. In 1860, 2.000 braves attacked 
the fort with bows: and arrows. tut retreated 
when its cannon opened fire, Then the Civil 
War sent the troops marching east. En their 
place came 700 volunteers led by Rit Carson, 
trapper and scout, with orders to round up 
the Navaios amd take them away. 

The Indians hid In cunyons. But when 
soldiers killed their sheep, burned their crops, 
amd cut down thelr frult trées, they surren- 
dered In small groups. Carson made the 
higvest roundup in Canyon de Chelly, today 
a national monument. 


Three-hundred-mile Trek into Exile 


In 1864 the Navaios and their surviving 
sheep took the Long Walk,” a 300-mile march 
to Fort Sumner, New Mexico. The lite Hos- 
kinini Breeny, son of one of the last true 
chiefs of the Navajos, told me of that ordeal: 

“Many die. Always hunery, ulways thirsty, 
Women carry children. Men tied, Always 
we walked, We-owere very tired, very thirsty, 
Always we walker.” 

For four unhappy Years the Navalos 
squatted along the Pecos River, making a

few drought-plagied efforts at agriculture and 
nearly starving. Then, upon signing another 
(reaty renouncing war, they were escorted 
“home again: to o 3:500,000-acre reservi- 
tion carved out of their former domain in 
Arizona aml New Alexico 

To replace their lost flocks, the Government! 
initially distributed 14.000 sheep and 1,000 
coats to the Navajos—then oombering about 
9.000. Harboncito, an honored leader, ad- 
vised: "Take cure of your sheep as you would 
your children. Never kill them for food,” 

The Navaios did not eliminate mutton from 
their diet by a Jong shot, but they did cherish 
their flocks and saw them multiply. And so 
it was with their horses. To the Navajo, a 
horse bas alwavs been more than a convey- 
ance: it hae heen “what men live by.” A 
man was fich or poor, important or negligible. 
according to how many horses he owned. 
Chieis accuired remidds:-seven and enht hun- 
dred strong: with many ponies they never even 
bothered to break. 

A day of reckoning was inevitable, Tt came 
during the 1950's, The People had grown to 
45.000 and their livestock to more thin & 
million. Troe. thet atea hod expanded to 15 
million acres, which included the Hom Reser-

vation, but vast ports of it could scarcely 
suppat @ duck robbit. Sheep were eating 
ihe sporse grass down to the roots, and each 
horse ate five times as much ws 0 sheep. 

As the land's protective oover disappeared, 
Taitts opened gaping gullies, Silt choked the 
rivers. [teven threatened distant Lake Mead, 
the reservoir backed up by Hoover Dam on 
the Colorade River. 

Recognizing a national danger. the Secre- 
tary of the Interior in 1953 authorized live- 
stock reduction to control grazing on the 
reservition, Government avents sternly cut 
Navajo fincks and herds to hall. reducing 
hig owners to & maximum of 350 head. 

To the Navajo, whose livestock determined 
his status and livelihood, this program spelled 
personal citastrophe. Whenever white men 
appeared to outline glowing plans for the 
tribe's Tuture, some glom brave was sure to 
ask, “Yes, but what about our sheep?” 

Yet the Draconian measures worked, at 
least for a while, The range came back into 
balance: fewer sheep ranged, fewer sturved 
dl the grass made @ partial recovery. 

Today. the Navajos themselves hove organ: 
aed local grazing committees, andl with Fed- 
erm assistince have revised the reculations for

prdtecting the range. But $,000 permit hald- 
ers with more than half a milion sheep exceed 
the lane's grazing capacity. Drought, os well 
he overose. is causing the crass in laree oreas 
to disappear rapicily. 


Edueation Strendthens the Tribe 


The big change. perhaps, ic that the Nava- 
jos no longer passively acquirste in disaster, 
but instead toke their fote increasingly into 
their own hands. Wnquestionably this new 
ittitude has come about with the spread. of 
ecicntion amici the trite. 

When the Navajos returned from exile of 
Fort Sumner to their windy reservation, Gen. 
Willian ‘T. Sherman had promised them. 
“Your children shall learn paper.” 

It was easier sand than done. How were 
schouls to bw browrht to kids livin in isolated 
hoguns: at the back of bevormd, often miles 
froma road, following the sheep? How could 
you teach a child you couldn't even find? 

Day schools seemed out of the question 
Fora long while the Government: simply tet 
the whole project dri fh. The People far their 
purt appeared in no hurry to acquire book 
learning. But as pressure mounted among 
friends of the Indian to “do something,”

At frat so many children appeared fn ras. 
that both the Government and yrivate char- 
ities had to contribute clothing to keep thern 
wir enough to study.

What's more, the tribe mow takes pride in 
underwriting the children’s wcademic future 
In 1957 the People set aside 35,000,000 ta 
accrue: interest for scholarships; today 274 
young Navajis are studying at 40-odd institu- 
hons of higher learning across the Nation, 

The same heartening progress ix apparent 
in the field of health, Nuawvajes hove beet 
Pligrued by tuberculosis since the coming of 
white men, The hogan may seem 9 picturesque 
(welling to outsiders, and to the Indians it 
stands for warmth and comfort. Hut to a 
doctor it's just a poorly ventilated, crowded 
room where the healthy gre cooped yp with 
the sick, 

Even today the TH rate of the Navajos is 
LO times that of the rest of the United States 
population. But new hospitals are rising to 
care for those stricken and tm. spread the 
gospel of preventive medicine (page 836). 


Red Men Tuke White Men's Medicine 


[ saw new hospitals for Indians in Tuba 
City. Shiprock, and Winslow, 7 also learned 
Of bealth centers under construction in Chinle, 
Kayenta, and Tohatchi, and heard about plans 
for a 200-bed hospital costing £3:758,000 to 
be erected in Gallup. And a tablet, isoniazid, 
is revolutionizing treatment, Says one of the 
specialists sent to the reservation by the New 


Vork Hospitul-Cormell Medical College, Or, 


Avrum §, Oreanick: 

“The Navajas are beginning to understand 
that this disease is caused by germs, not by 
uccidental injury or natural phenomena. Their 
medicine mien are cooperating: if they suspect 
a case, they recommend hespita] treatment. 
[ gttess tuberculosis on the reservation has 
been reduced te 1.200 active cies." 

For other ailments, too, the People have 
bein to truet. and even demand. the white 
man's medicine, But they don't give approval 
lightly to a particular practitioner, As Mrs: 
Dorothy Eubanks, a'clerk at the million-dollar 
Government hospital at Tuba City, Arizerna, 
tolel a visitor: 

“When a pew doctor starts duty, our cline 
overflows, Dozens of Navajos come in to 
judge him, This curiusity lasts a month or 
20, until the vrapevine spreads the word, The 
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world's hest reputation doesnt mean a thing 
to the Navajo. He doesn't put his confidence 
in a doctor imtil he knows him personally,” 

Part of the tribe's tise in morale can. he 
traced to industries that have penetrated the 
reservation and left jobs anid royaltiesin their 
wake. The mill of the Texus-Zine Minerals 
Corporation at Mexicin Hat, Utah, cost more 
thin $7,000,000 and employs 60 Nuvajus. 
Another 60 work at the Rare Metals plant in 
Tuba City, Tocome from uruntum andl vanp- 
(ium mines brovuzht the Peanle more than a 
million dollars in the vear etwling last June 30 
(yuiges K34-5), 


Navajos Build Motels, Too 


That was peanuts compared to the trital 
take from oil snd natural gas, In fast the 
[2 months ending with June, 1958, the 
Navajos reaped the fat-sum of $30,455,525 in 
lease bonuses, coyalties, and annual rentals, 
Wisely. they have kept this in a common fund, 
saving much of it and allocating the rest to 
projects of henetit to all 

Forestry brings work for some-250 tribes- 
men, The teservation has a splendid stand 
of minte than two billion board feet of pon- 
derosa pine, worth « geod $30,000,000, 4 
new sawmill will mise the annual cut w 
20 million board feet for the next decade, 

The Navajos have built motels at Shiprock, 
Sew Mexico, and Windew Rock. Arizona— 
moxl ones, too. They operate a coal mine. 
maintain a high-zrede ram herd. tun a low 
cost housing project, and manage o Adurich= 
ing Arts and Crafts Guild (page 825), ‘Two 
years avo they set up a training farm near 
Shiprock for Navajos who want to tuckle land 
opened by new irrigation projects, 

Biggest scheme is the $135,000,000 Navajo 
Indian Lrrigation Project, which would use the 
San Juan River to irrigate 110,000 acres and 
provide homesteads for about 1200 families, 
Construction of the $42,000,000 Navajo Dam 
and Reservoir has begun. The Tribal Council 
has pret up 325.000 to publicize the entire 
evelopment. 

But stimulating ane constructive as such 
projects may be. they shouldnt obscure the 
stubborn fact that the area of its best can- 
Bot Hupport mere than about 45,000 of the 
75,000 Navajos without major tidtistrial ex- 
pansion. The tribe is increasing by nearly 
2,000 a year, and so more and more af the 
People will have to move out ite the main- 
stream of American life, 
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To help them make the shift, the Indian 
Bureau has set up a progrim of Relocation 
Services. An offical al Window Rock esx- 
plains it this way: 

“Our program is valuntiry—no arm twist- 
ine. We tell the Navajne they will huve to 
‘sweat and pay their bills, but we also loy out 
the advantages: A better standard of living, 
ensier education for the children, with a chance 
to grow wp like the average Amvrican,” 

The applicant should be literate; factories 
prefer no man who con read safety signe ond 
understand orders: Provided he qualifres, the 
Navajo and his family get money for trons- 
portation, Foard, ane) lodwing., Arriving al a 
tlistunt city, they go to a Government abfice. 
which hain them find quarters and a job. 


Nostalgia Gnaaws at Iomigrant Indians 


Often it's » bewildering wdventure. 
rent—that's a novelty, Saying no to a sales 
man—that can be hard, Ane it's difficull 
for a Navajo lo work with people in this con- 
cumer-minded civilization who give and de- 
mand on easy grin. The Navajo cain make 
friemia, but slowly, not cheaply; 
must be painstakingly ssseanec. 

Conversely, many an Indian immigrant 
finds himself very lonely in the city, cut off 
from the warm, dependable family ties of the 
reservation, 
puxeling cultural differences—pieling since 
he might well ask: Who is the stranger here? 
Who came to America first? Homesickness 
imaws owa¥ wt his material satisfactions and 
sometimes drives him to throw up his job 
suiidenty pnd backtrack. 

The relocation oificer anticipates some of 
the relecatee’s troubles: others take him off 
wuard. One Navajo, saddled with the Pra- 
ple’s age-old fear of onything associated with 
death, was innocently asked by his factory 
foreman to teke the graveyard shift. Terri- 
fied, he quit without a word and went honie, 

But three out of four Navajos who enter 
the white man’s world stick with it, and the 
proportion may rise as education in the tribe 
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i improved. Probably only a sharp recession 
would reverse the flow now. Sizable numbers 


of Navajos are moving to Los Angeles, San 


Jo, San Fruncisco, Chicago, and Denver, 
and a: smaller group is pioneering in. friendly 

Meanwhile change is coming to the reser- 
vation itself, ‘The Navajo may never lose bis 
fondness for horses, but he has transferrer| 
come af his affection to jalopies and pickup 
trucks. Sometimes [ drove for hall « day 
without running into une of the old Navajo 
covered wazons, but | was apt to puss a Joven 
little trucks bouncing over the range, piled) in 
hick with sheep, fireworwl, wool, kids, or 
barrels of water. Tt used to take three of four 
howrs to haul water for the hoean in a wayon: 
now it can be fetched im 30 minutes. 

The tracitional hogan hasn't disappeared, 
hut conventional cement-bleck and frame 
houses pop up like mushrooms around the 
towns, Even the lonely hogan now resounds 
with rock-n-roll and Navajo-languaze pro- 
grams spilled froma battery radio. The floor 
miny till be dirt, but on it will sit a kerosene 
stave, » kerosene refrigerator, even o washing 
machine. ‘Television will be next. 


Women Bargain for Social Howr 


Increased mobility is giving the Navajos 
a taste for the varied glories of the chain 
store. But-many old trading posts etil) held 
their own, and the process of bargaming is 
just as long drawn out apd genial as ever—a 
ritunl of grunts, groans, long pauses, much 
thought by the Indian, and much patience bry 
the trader, The Navajo is still no slave of 
time, and a high-pressure trader would go out 
of business in o month 

Both trader and weaver, for instance, may 
knew that a certain rug is worth $100. But 
the woman who has spent a year of her spare 
time weaving it hates to settle for the first 
hig price. She wants a soclal hour, So she 
aaks S150, and the trader offers S75. He 
treats her to canned peaches and the children

Cozy weighed the rug, studied the design 
alte the tightness of the weave, and named a 
sensible price: The woman mulled over the 
proposition for a spell and then turned her 
attention to what she might want in return. 

“anoceries?”” suggested Cozy, “Sure, Or 
what about some cloth for a skirt?” 

That would run into money, for a pleated 
Savajo Skirt tnkes vards of material, And 
underneath the women often wear six or mare 
full petticoats, winter and summer! 
woren tend to be shy; they don't mind seeing 
on white man in “littl pants,” but a white 
lemuile in shorts still has shocking effect. 

Coffee, sugar, safety pins (for decoration, 
primary), high-button shoes for mama, white 
saddle oxfords for a teen-age daughter—Mrs, 
Many Mules tambled through McSparron's 
stock, ticking off the items she might like. 

“You've been telling me what you want,” 
Cory sid. “Well, 'd like a little bay like 
this,” He tickled the cheek of two-year-old 
Tommy Many Mules, “Pye got two nice 
daughters, but no bovs to work sround the 
store.

The typical Navajo blonket is actudlly # 
fairly recent invention (page §44). Around 
1890 traders introduced wool yarn already

Then came packets of aniline dyes, and the 
entire spectrum of the rainbow opened to the 
weavers. They went berserk. Rugs with Old 
Glory, railread trains, anel pictures copier!

Silversmithing Learned from Mexicans 


In-silverwork, too, the Navaiis have been 
brilliant adapters rather than innovators. 
“Most people,” a trider told me, “think that 
silverwork is something the Navajos origi- 
nated themselves, Actually; they learned the 
art of making ornaments from the Mexicans 
in the 1850's, some of them startiny with 
Iron and then graduating to silver,

The-sing lasted several days. On the next to 
last, the sand painting began. In the morning 
Ada-Ki-Vazszi and Hary Black entered the 
shelter, carrying small sacks filled with ‘‘medi- 
cines” and colored piements, ‘With a flat 
stick they smoothed the floor very carefully. 
Then, with infinite care, they slowly trickled 
the pigmented grains between thumb and 
forehneer otto the sand, steadily extending 
the desivn from center to perimeter, Char- 
coal, corm meal, pollen, and petals supplied 
most of the colors. 

They ise) ne ruice exorpt the image in their 
own minds, The finished work. called the 
Moon Painting, contained four mountain 
ranges, four sets of feathers (with 12 feathers 
to a set), and four rainbows enclosing the 
whole composition, which took four hours to 
complete. Four colors predominated: white, 
blue, vellow, and black. 

“You'll notice,” said Ray Hunt, “that the 
painting alwavs faces east, Like the door of 
a hogan. All good things and spirits come 
from that direction, including the son!” 


Indian Boy Seorns White Man's Comforts 


When the painting was done, the sick child 
wis brought into the enclosure and prepared 
for the ceremony, He was a pathetic sicht, 
withered to skin and hones by tuberculasis, | 
was told that he had been in a hospital, but 
had run away from all the fresh milk and fmait 
and veretables, the clean white sheets, and 
other aben comforts of the white man’s world, 
eager for two daily meals of coffee and mutton 
with his wandering faniily.

Ada-Ki-Viezw and Bary started a lone 
chant, their raucous volees rising and falling 
in cadence with the shukinw of their gourd 
rattles, The boy sat quietly, studying the 
painting. When the first chant had ended, 
one of the men helped the boy to a sitting 
pasition in the middle af the design, 

“When he sits on the painting,” Harry 
whispered to me, “he gets into close contact 
with the holy people. Each object in that 
painting has some religious. meaning—espe- 
clally the divinity in the center, The chant- 
ing, Vou see, has owokenerd! the spirits, New 
the child must commune with them.” 

Adu-Ki-Yuzxi gave the boy a sip of water 
from a sacred gourd and instructed him to 
amear his kuwly with more water and with 
consecrated meal froma shell. Next the boy 
rubbed smoke from nm sacred fire over his chest 
and linha, 

“The water and the meal are symbols of 
health,’ Ray informer me. “The smoke is 
supposed to cary away the evil spirits,” 

Painting Hidden fron Evil Spirits 

Again’ the shaman and Harv beran thelr 
chant, while the child sat motionless an the 
painting. He stayed there nearly half an hour, 
Then bis mother helped him te his feet and 
look him from the enclosure. 

Ada-Ki-Vazzi picked up o feathered stick 
and, still chanting, destroyed the painting, 
from the center outward, in the order in 
which it had been made. A few seconds later, 
ho sign of the beautiful pattern remained. 

The medicine man and his helper seooperd 
up the mass of sand inte which the painting 
had been implanted, poured it into a sack, 
and left the enchosure, Tt was late afternoon 
now, snd all evidence of the painting must be 
destroyed before dark. Otherwise the evil 
spirits of the night might be attracted and 
swoop to carth to harm someone. 

More cheerful was my encounter with 
another Navajo ritual: the sweat bath,

For water-poor Navajos the traditional 
sweat bath ts the mast practical way of bath- 
ing. More significantly, they beliewe that it 
purities the seul as well as the lnnly. 

At all events. we took off shortly for a 
rocky amphitheater a few hondred yards from 
Willie's hogan. Here Willie had built a sweat 
house, a small edition af a regular mud-and- 
brush howin, barely large enough ta bold thre 
or four men Like any boewn, it had o single 
tloor facing east, but it had no-smoke hole. 
Instead, a pit or tunnel emerged at the rear, 
through which bot rocks could be shoved in 
from the outside. 

Che of Willie's sons, Varzi, had a good fire 
roaring and wos heaping stones among the em- 
hers, Lugging buckets of water antl carrying 
fresh juniper boughs, Willie and 7 marches 
over to the lodge ond stopped off our clothes. 

Vass, leaning on o shovel near the vlowing 
coals, sang out: “Recks ready!™ 

Willie entered first, quickly followed by my 
friend Joho, and then [ crept inside,

‘The juniper boughs lining the fire pit 
and covering the heated rocks gave a welcome 
sweet-scented tinge ta the air. 

Willie kept right on with his chant, stopping 
now and then to tell us some funny story. The 
sweat house, he reminded us. is one of the 
Savio braves few sanctuaries from women. 

‘Twenty minutes in this oven of a sanctuary, 
however, was all | could take. | announced 
that | was coming oul. Yazzi wos waiting for 
me—with buckets of ice-cold water to splash 
over me, from head to foot. 

No shower ever gave me quite such a shock, 
or felt so good. To raced around like a enlt 
toodire my. body waned restore some life to my 
well-steame! limbs. 

But not Willie, In true Navajo fishion he 
emerged, lay down, and rolled like a horse. 
The dry sand covered his bey dnc absorbed 
the sweat. Tn a few minutes he sat up and 
béevan to brash away the cakeel grains. This 
helped retnove more of the evil <pirits.

Some 2.000 years before Christ, Abraham 
came from Mesopotamia to Canaan, the an- 
cient land of the Jordan, and founded the 


nation of fsrael. In those days, archeologisis 


say, thriving farm villages dotted the entire 
region, even in today’s parched Negev, 

Now the Jordan and its tributaries rush 
unchecked and little: used from the mountains 
of Lebanon and Syria, fsrvel and the Rinedom 
of Jordan, ty waste themselves in the Dead 
Sea, They await only the genius of modern 
engincers—and political peace—to turn this 
forsaken aren once mote into goo! farmland, 
What Abraham's nephew Lot saw may again 
be true: “And Lot lifted up. his eves. snd 
beheld all the. plain of Jordan, that it was 
well watered every where... even as the gar- 
denoof the Lord..." (Grentsis 13:10). 

Early dwellers in the Holy Land under- 
stood irrigation, And the ruins of vist canal 
systems in the southwestern United States in- 
dicate that prehistoric men in that part of 
America practiced the art long before the 
time of Columbus. 

Hard necessity required the Mormon pio- 
neers to be the first modern Americans to 
establish irrigation onan extensive scale. To- 
day water runs fresh ond clean down the 
gutters af Salt Lake City streets, recalling 
the days of Brigham Young, who laid out 
the “Heavenly City.” Along the sides of the 
streets he had his men dig ditches and turn 
into them strearns from the nvountains to irri- 
gate their thirsty fields. Thus these settlers 
transformed their own bleak Jordan Valley 
into a garden, 


New Canal to Water Southern Israel 


On a recent visit to the Holy Land, I 
watched steam shovels on the Israeli bank of 
the Jordan River digging a canal designed to 
carry 113 billion, gallons of Jordan water 
annually to the arid plains of southern Israel. 

Within shooting distance across the canyon, 
Syrian farmers were digging their own canal, 
ns gm gesture of protest, for Syria disputes 
(srael’s rivht to the water. They labored 
with picks and shavels, When they had exca- 
vated o few feet ol ditch, they unwalled the 
water behind them to see whether it would 
flow, and not too fast. 

If they could only cross the guarded iver 
into [srael, 1 thought, perhaps they could use 
the device Utah pioneers employed. Stand- 
ing on aw hill. the Mormons sometimes sighted 
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scross 4 dish of water, marking 1 level route 
on the far hillside. 

Ten veurs after the conflict that divided 
Palestine, a technical state of war still exists 
between Istacl and her neighbors: Part of 
Isruel’s: Jordan River canal, still being con- 
structed, was dug under fire, 

Climates of the two Jordan Valleys across 
the globe have changed little in 5,000 years. 
Dry veurs and wet come orl go. 

It was drought in the time of Joseph that 
sent the tribesmen of Canaan into Fgypt. 
Joseph, sold into bondage by his brothers, 
had been carned to the lond of the Nile, 
where foreign conquerors, the Ayksos, ruled. 
There. by his extraordinary abilities, he rose 
to become prime minister, second only to the 
Pharaoh in power, 

Joseph brought his famine-stricken people 
into Egypt. There they settled with their 
flocks in the land of Goshen, along the 
eastern fringe of the lush Nile Delta,

Finally, the alien Heksos were driven out. 
The new Phariohs “koew not Joseph” or his 
people and forced them intu slavery. To 
satisfy Pharaoh's desire for great buildings, 
their lives were made bitter “with hard bond- 
age, in mortar, and in brick, and in all manner 
of service...

Ther a great leader emerged among the 
Israelites. Every Sundav-achool student 
knows the story of Moses, and of the plagues 
the Lord called down on Egypt, forcing 
Pharach to let His penple eu. 

The Israelites began the long Exodus with 
their flocks into the wilderness of the Sinal 
peninsula, United by persecution, a cohesive 
notion for the first time under Moses, they 
sought the land promised by Gal," 

Hunery and homeless in the desert, the 
children of Lsrael remembered in Sinai how 
goml Egypt seemed by comparison. They 
complained bitterly to their leader, But the 
Lord spoke to Moses: “At even ye shall eat 
flesh, and in the morning ve shall be filed 
with bread. ...Aod it cume to pass, that at 
even the quails came up, and covered the 
camp...” (Rodos }or12, 13).

A similar incident Is recounted In histories 
of the Mormon pioneers. The last refugees 
to leave Nauven, Tlinets, crossed the Missis- 
sippi River in late September of 1846. Sick 
and without shelter, they subbsisted. for 10 
davs on parched corn, 

Then, says the Mistery of Brigham Young, 
"The Lord sent Mocks of quail, which lit... 
upan the ground within their reach, which 
the saints, anil even the sick cought with 
their hands wotil they were satisfied." 

The quail “in immense quantities had at- 
tempted to cross the river,” another Mornvon 
writer added, “but it being beyond their 
strength, hid dropped ...on the bank.” 

When the pioneers reached Creat Salt Lake 
Valley. Utah Indians were gathering crickets 
for winter food, These crickets, almost as 
dark and baleful as the Jocusts that invaded 
Eeypt at the invocation of Moses, brought 
near tin to the Mormons. Armies of them 
descended on the first ripening grain.

“Por the Lord thy God bringeth thee: into 
a good land... a land whose-stones are iron, 
and out of whose hills thou mayest dig brass”

Hible, meant copper. 

The Isructites, however, were not looking 
for copper; they were seeking good farming 
and grazing Jani. For 40 Years they wan- 
dered, until they crossed over Jordan, It re- 
mained for Solomon to exploit the iron and 
copper are Moses had predicted—to become, 
in fact, the mining tycoon of his world. 

Several centuries alter the Exodus, when 
most of Canaan had been conquered, there 
rose great kings in Israel. King David seizecl 
Jerusalem, proclaimed it his capital, and made 
the nation a great power. King Solomon 
conmsilidated David's gains, inecrensedl trie 
and wealth, refortified Jerusalem, and tuilt 
the city’s magnificent Temple. 

At Exion-geber, on the Gulf of Aqaha, Solo- 
mon huilt the fmest smelter in these ancient 
lands. From it may have come metal to 
furnish the resplendent Temple—copper tor 
the pillars, for the “altar of brass.” and for 
the pots, shovels, and basins that were used 
in the Temple ritual, 
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Ruins of Solomons smelters, buried ane 
Jost neurly 3,000 years, come to light only & 
few vears neo. Dr, Nelson Glueck, who has. 
spent a lifetime excavating in the land of the 
Bible, found them in 1937." 

Today the spiritual descendants of Muses 
ant! Solomen in modern Israel are mining 
copper near the ancient smelters. 

Not many years after Hrigham Young 
brought his pioneers into Great Salt Lake 
Valley, iron, lead, silver, gold, and copper 
were discovered in the mountains of Utah. 

The Mormon leader, however, was not in- 
terested in gold or silver or copper: nor did 
he want his people to be. 

When they talked about going to California 
to mine gold in 1649, he told them: “Tf you 
tliders of Isracl want bo go to the gold mines, 
go Unc) be damned.” He belewed that “Pros: 
perity and riches blunt the feelings of man.” 

The Mormons did not go; nor did they 
work in Utah mine. “Outsiders” developed 
the deposits. In the Oquirrh Mountains, over- 
looking Great Salt Lake Valley, they opener 
one of the riches! open-pil copper mines in 
the world, 

Today in Utah, Mormons and people of 
other rehvions. work side by side in the mines. 
At the Bingham Canyon mine of the Kenne- 
cott Copper Corporation, they have produced 
7,000,000 tons of copper since 1904. 

| flew over this famous copper mine last 
summer.  Heyond it lay Great Salt Lake, 
and to the west ool it Stretched the celébrated 
Bonneville Salt Flats: Mere 7 osed to watch 
race drivers set International speed records. 


Sault Flats Produce Valuable Potash 


‘Thousands of tourists have driven their cars 
of U.S, Highway 40 to ‘ttry them out” on the 
salt Nats. Few realized that they were driving 
over salt Ini down 17.000 years ago by an- 
cient Lake Bonneville, an mnlanc sea about the 
are of Lake Wichivan, shrunken now to the 
comparative puddle of Great Salt Lake. 

Even fewer, perhaps, recoumized the potash 
industry on the salt flats. Daxeling white 
and level as a breadboard, the flats spread 
over 75 square mils. Water from rain and 
melting snow. sinking into the fats, becomes 
suturited with salt. Drainage canals capture 
the brine and charinel it into 4,000 oeres of 
evaporation ponds.

This year the Sedum works will almost 
reach its goal of 135,000 tons of potash an- 
nuaily, And the Kingdom of Jordan hopes 
to rebuild the gutted plant on the Dead Sen's 
north shore.

By day and night, they take tums standing 
guard aguinst attack from the near-by Syrian 
hills. 

Between shifts of fishing and guard duty 
Gad work on the pinched circle of farmland 
they cultivate behind barbed wire, they live 
like a biz family. Everyone eats in a central 
dining hall. Children grow up in a communal 
nursery, visiting parents for an hour or two 
in the evening and on the Sabbath. 

Everything is owned in common-—boats, 
farm buildings. houses, and equipment. No 
one Gams pay; expenses are met from a 
commen chest. 

The Mormon pioneers set up a similar svs- 
tem after they were established in Utuh, 
They called their communal settlemetits the 
United Order, It didn't last long. Mormons, 
like other Americans, weren't bullt that wav.
